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A Chapter of Butter History. | 


The eastern butter-maker who 
works his or her butter down solid 
and in condition to pack to keep ; 
does not realize as much in weight 
for it, by 16 to 20 per cent, as the 
shrewer western maker who leaves 
in his much more water, which, of 
course, sells at the same price as 
the butter. Butter slightly worked 
must be sold as soon as made, and 
eaten right away, or it will begin 
to spoil. The West markets its 
butter “fresh made” and gets the 
highest price, while the most of 
the eastern makers do net, but 
keep it till Autumn or Winter and 
then get what they can for it, and 
this is always lower on the average 
than that received for the “fresh 
made.” When butter is packed, 
according te the custcem of the 
careful housewives, it.dors not 
contain more than 10 per cent. ef 
water; some of this dries out before 
it gets to market, perhaps two per 
cent. Such butter will never be so : 
popular as the fresh made, although 
more honest in character, because 
it does not spread as readily and 
does not look se light and lustrous. 
Plenty of moisture sets the butter 
off in its appearance and adds to 
its good looks and does not injure 
its taste at all. The water absorbs 
the aroma and helps bold it for a 
short time. Such butter will not 
keep well and some good Christian 
people might say it was asin to 
sellitso. Any person of ordinary 
intelligence ought to know that it 
contains more moistur¢, and it is 
the moisture which makes it as it l 
is—that is, as consumers want it. 
If we never do anything more than 
to make our butter as people want 
it, plastic, bright and palate pleas- 
ing, we shall gct along. No butter 
is pure fat alone, and the more 
popular butter is simply more 
moist than the unpopular. Shall 
we let the West beat us in tickling 
the public palate and so make all

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When to Trim Apple Trees. 


While it is possible to trim ap- 
ple trees almost any month in the 
year, it is evident: that there must 
be a best time when this work can 
be done. One of the objects to be 
secured is to trim when the wounds 
will heal over the quickest and best 
and at the same time lessen the 
number of sprouts that so often 
start up where a limb is taken off. 
Because there is generally plenty 
of -ieistre, many trim the latter 
part .of February or the first of 
March. . Taking all .things into 
consideration, June is the best 
month in the year, and November 
the next: If cut in June a ring 
will.form around the wound and 
in three or four weeks they would 
be healing nicely. If the trees are 
trimmed in March a lump will form 
where the limb is taken off and the 
sap will ooze out and injure the 
bark for four or five inches from 
the wound after causing rot and 
decay; for this reason March is 
objectionable. June is often a 
busy month and_on this account it 
is often advisable to delay until 
November. In order to prevent 
any serious damage: the wounds 
should heal as’ quickly as possible. 
One writer suggests‘a good exper- 
4ment in this directién;and that is

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_ Quire an excitement in mining 
circles has broken out in Carson, 
- During the past two weeks men 
have been locating mining claims 
so fast that the County Recorder 
has been kept busy day and night 
recording the. different locatioris. 
The cause of all thie flurry is the 
discovery on the land of Mrs. Lang- 
try of a vein of quartz, assaying 
_over four bundred dollars per ton. 
This vein was discovered by the 
artesian-well borers, who, while 
driving the well, at a depth of two 
hundred and fifty feet, brought up 
on the augur some quartz. The 
vein, as cut through, showed a 
thickness of only a few inches, but 
it is thought it was only cut on one 
edge, and also that it may be 
pitching either way which ‘would 
leave any estimate of the thickness 
‘an uncertainty. When the well 
borers bored through the ledge the 
believers in Norrie’s divining ap- 
paratus had him test the ground for 
its hidden weaith. He pranced 
back and fourth over the low range 
of hills from the railroad track on 
the west to the foot of Mt. David- 
son, and declared that his appara- 
tus indicated gold and silver, in a 
econtinaous ledge, which contains 
ore worth hundreds of dollars a ton. 
This assertion of the divining-rod 
man set the people wild, and a gen- 
uine mining boom has been the re- 
sult. For the past two or three 
years this sanie divining man has 
been locating rich ledges of gotd and 
-¢ silver upon the western slope of 
: Mt. Davidson, and Richard Kirman 
and Tom Rickey have been putting 
up mouey to sink shafts, but up to 
the present nothing of any perma- 
nent value has been found. In 
Missouri, this writer remembers 
having heard of a man with a 
‘dousing rod’’ who would tell 
where water could be found on the 
prairie by sinking a well from ten 
to forty feet deep. His method was 
to take a forked hazel switch and a 
bucket of water, one person goinga 
few feet in advauce and carrying 
the water, and he followed, bolding 


the switch by the forks and ex-. 


tended before him. When he 


passed over a_ place 
water the switch suddenly dipped 
or ‘“‘doused,”’ and as it so doused the 
strength with which it did.it indi- 
cated how near or far the water was 
to be found. On those prairies one 
could find water almost any placé& 
hole was sunk,and at a depth vary- 
ing from ten toone hundred feet.

the county jail ef Sierra county, 
California, awaiting trial for the 
alleged murder of Frank Harland. 
The facta of the case are about as 
follows: 

One morning Frank Harland 
was found dead in front of the of- 
fice of the Pilgrim Mining Com- 
pany, with a bullet-hole in his 
right temple. At the time of his 
death he was in the employ of the 
company as foreman at its mine in 
Ferest City. Aroni was also work- 
iug for the company as a miner. 
Harland and Aroni bad always been 
the best of friends. The former was 
in the habit of frequently borrow- 
log money of the latter and was in 
fact in his debt at the time of his 
death. For several weeks prior to 
Hariand’s death, there hid been 
considerable trouble between the 
men employed at the mine and the 
compauy, owing to the failure of 
the jatter to pay the wages due. 
Harland was devounced,it is stated, 
by the men, as the main cause of 
jhe tronble, they cluiming that he 
was robbing the mill. It was sub- 
sequently found that Harland bad 
secreted some amalgram. He was 
cunfronted with bis guilt and made 
no denial. The night preceding the 
finding of his dead body he was 


told by two of the company’s min- 
ers that threats inst his life 
were being freely indulged in. 

At about 6a. mM. the next day a 
pistol shot was beard and Harland 
was found dead in front of the office 
where be had been in the habit of 
sleeping. He was in his under- 
clotningonly. a pistol was found 
under his body. It was shown to 
be the same pistol that be had bor- 
rowed from a friend a few days be- 


L | fore. On the same day ® Coroner's 


jury was impaneled, heard the testi- 
mony, and rendered a verdict of 
suicide. Now, after the lapse ‘of a 
yesr and a half, Aroni has been 
arrested and charged with the 
murder of Harland. It seems that 
after the rendition of the verdict of 
the Coroner’s jury an examination 
was made of the ge ge papers of 
the deceased, with the result that 
insurance policies, aggregating in 
amount about $6,000, were un- 
ea: thed, ese policies were made 
payable to estate of the assured, 
but contained a clause that in the 
event of the aseured taking his own 
life, the policies should be null and 
void. One of the policies is in an 
Australian age oe 

Defendant Aroni was living in 
the county from the day of tbe af- 
fair at the Pilgrim mine up to the 
very day of his arrest. When ar- 
rested he was in the employ of the 
Packer Lake Mining Company at 
ite mive in SierraCity. He has al- 
ways borne an excellent reputa- 
tion. At the preliminary examin- 
ation held in Downieville the de- 
fendant offered no testimony in his 
own behalf. The emmoay for the

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A COLD-BLOODED MURDER. 


Mew Ah Gin Collected a Debt 
from Ah Chung. 

Last evening about 8 o’clock the 
New Year’s festivities in China- 
town were interrupted by the shoot- 
ing and killing ef Ah Chang by a 
Carson highbinoder named Ah Gin. 
The murder, fer all accounts agree 
that the killicg was unjustifiable, 
took place in a gambling den on 


the outer edge of the town, and 
grew out of adebt which the shooter 
alleged his victim had owed him 
for years. From the statements 
made by the excited Mongolians it 
appears that Ah Chung was re- 
clining ov a smoking couch watch- 
inga game of dominos, when Ab 
Gin entered and immediately ap- 
proached Chung and began shower- 
ing the choicest expletives in the 
Chinese vocabulary at his debtor. 
Chung protested, when quick as a 
flash Gin drew a revolver and fired 
two shots at his defenseless victim, 
both taking effect, one striking the 
left leg below the kKuee and the 
other penetrating the left groin, 
severing the femoral artery. A 
stampede immediately took place 
and in a second the dying Celestial 
was the sole inmate of the shanty. 
Chinatown waa soon in an uproar, 
and during the excitement the 
murderer made good his escape. 
But little sttention was paid to the 
wounded man, and before life was 
extinct, the} tom-toms and “swi- 
nettes’’ were again grinding out 
melody as merrily as before. The 
body of Chung was removed to the 
morgue, and an inquest will be 
held this afternoon. Owing to the 
lack of interest taken in the case 
by the Chinese, and their evident 
desire to shield the murderer, it is 
thougbt that the murderer will not 
be apprehended.

The ‘nineties of hereditary, so 
ably discussed-by Dr. Paquin in a| 
recent issue, says the Kansas City 
Live Stock Indicator, ought to 
have a good deal to do with the 
Viciousness or gentleness .of live 
stock, and yet it is a noticeable 


fact that for gentleness the Jersey } 


cow takes the lead, while the bull 
of that breed is proverbially vic- 
ious. Of course there are excep- 
tions on the bull’s side, but a 
vicious Jersey cow is very rarely 
met with. Why, if hereditary has 
anything to do with it, cannot the 
bull’s viciousness be bred out? We 
believe it can, and as in the case of 
other breeds, we know of some 
Jersey bulls of the kindest possible 
disposition, and goed getters too, 
though most breeders pretend to 
dislike what may be termed an 
effeminate bull. Thegreat trouble, 
we believe, however, lies in the 
management of the young bulls. 
Taken when a calf, he can be taught 
to do almost anything that a dog 
or horse could learn, and proper 
treatment ought to make him as 
gentle as needs be. But he is so 
often necessarily put under the 
care of so many different persons 
many of whom (through their ‘he- 
reditary tendencies) do not know 
how to handle him, and each new 
master having a different method, 
the bull is worried, and finally 
made vicious, the only remedy left 
being to dehorn him before he suc- 
ceeds in killiug some human being. 
If the horns were bred oT, as 
they can undoubtedly be, he might 
still become vicious, from causes 
above stated, but itis already well- 
known that dehorning entirely 
eliminates a bull’s viciousness, be- 
cause his horns being his natural 
implements of warfare, the loss of 
them completely subdues his ten- 
dency to give battle. And if his 
viciousness is controlled the laws 
of hereditary ought to cause his 
produce to be naturally gentle, as 
were both the parents at the time 
of conception, and if the entire 
herd was also gentle and incapable 
of injuring themselves or anyone 
else with their natural weapons, 
the gentleness of the progeny must 
be still further impressed. 
Viewing the subject ef dehorn- 
ing from any standpoint there 
seems nothing but advantage in its 
favor, for besides the chance of 
breeding a more gentle class of 
domestic cattle, the economy of 
the préctice has been already dem- 
onstrated to the perfect satisfaction 
of every cattle grower who has 
The only objection seems 
to come from the class of men who 
do not think that. anything their 
fathers or grandfathers did. not 
practice should be indulged in at 


this day. But as a cofréspondent 


suggests, this is a thinking age, 
and when men begin to think they 
usvally find it profitablé, 4nd when 
the pocket can be replenished by 
adopting a new policy it. does not 
take long for thé Americati people 
to seize the opportunity presented. 
It has been said that: he who can 
“make two blades of grass’ prow 
where only one grew-before” is a 
public benefactor;.so too, is he 
who can save two dollars where 
only one. was saved before, and the 
thinking farmers who have already, 
dehorned their herds are doing 
that at the present time. The 
horns must :go. f
